In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of Article 299 of the 
Constitution of India , the Gover! or of Kcrala i ereby makes the following 
amendments to the Notification No. 4712 /M3/68 /PD dated 29-5-1968 
published in Part I of the Kerala Gazette No. 26 dated the 25th June, 1968 , 
namely :-- 

AMENDMENT 
In the said Notifica ion , in item XXXVI: 

1. for sub - clause (i) of clause (c) the following sub-clause shall be 
substituted , namely : 

“ (i) Contracts for works and materials chargeable to works on 
estimates and subject to the Stores Rules as far as they are applicable within 
the amount of sanctioned estimate , up to the limit and such excess as they 
are competent to pass." 

2. for clause ( e) the following clause shall be substituted , namely: 

" Agreements for works and materials chargeable to works on 
estimates, as far as they are applicable within the amount of the sanctioned 
estimate up to the limit and such excess as they are competent to pass, 
subject to the Stores Rules. 

Provided that 

(i) The rates for items under maintenance work shall not exceed 
those provided in the sanctioned maintenance estimates for the year or for 
the previous year or similar rates and items approved in agreement executed 
by the Division Officer , in the case ofmaintenance not sanctioned for the 
year or the maintenance schedule of rates approved by the Division Officer 
for the year ; and 

( ii) Lumpsum items, exceeding Rs. 5 in any single case shall not be 
provided in such agreements. The total of the lumpsum items also shall 
not exceed Rs. 50 or two percent of the total amount of contract ."

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 14 of the collection of 
Statistics Act, 1953 ( Central Act 32 of 1953) the Government of Keral : 
hereby make the following rules, the same having been p :eviously published 
as required by sub-section (1) of section 14 of the said Act, namely : 

RULES 
1. Short title ,extent and commencement (1) These rules may be called the 
Kerala Collection of Statistics Rules, 1970 . 

(ii) They shall come into force at once. 
2. Definitions. - In these rules,unless the contextotherwise requires - 

(a ) Act means the Collection of Statistics Act 1953 (Central Act 
32 of 1953) ; 

(b ) managing agent has the meaning assigned to it in the Com 
panies Act, 1956 (Central Act I of 1956 ); 

(c ) Managing Director has the meaning assigned to it in the 
Companies Act, 1956 (Central Act 1 of 1956 ) 

(d ) notice means notice referred to in rule 3 ; 

(e) owner means the person who, or the authority which , has 
ultimate control over the affairs of the concern and where the said affairs 
are entrusted to a manager or a managing agent or a managing director . 
such manager, man ging agent or managing director, shall be deemed to be 
the owner of the concern ; 

(f) plantation means a commercial concern referred to in sub 
claure (ix ) of clause (b ) of section 2 of the Act; 

( g ) section means a section of the Act; 

( h ) statistics authority means the authority appointed by 
Government under sec 4 of the Act; 

(i) survey year means the year commencing from the first day 
April of a calendar year and ending with the thirty - first day of March of the 
succeeding calendar year. 

3. Service of notice. For the purpose of collection of statistics under 
these rules, the statistics authority shall serve upon the owner of any fict ry, 
industrial concern or commercial concern , a notice requiring the owner to 
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urnish the statistics authority with one or inore returns in such manner and 
containing such particulars a may be specified in the notice before a date to 
De states in the notice which date shall rot ordinarily be earlier than ten 
days after the end of the period to which the return relates : 

Provided it shall be lawful for the statistics authority to require the 
owne: to furnish more than one copy of a return or other document or 
different returns or document on different dates or in respect of different 
parts of the activities of the factory, industrial concern or commercial 
concern . 

4. Interruption of ownership or working :-(1) If at any time during the 
period in respect ofwhich the returns or other documents are called for in 
The notice, the owner ceases to be the owner , he shall furnish to the statistics 
authority, the returnsand documents in respect of that part of the period for 
which he was the owner . 

( 2) If a factory, industrial concern or commercial concern discon 
tinued to function ( uring the period of a year , the owner shall furnish to 
the statistics authority the returns and other documents for the period upto 
the date on which the factory, industrial concern or commercial concern 
continued to function . 

5. Particulars to be furnished . - The returns which the owner may be 
required to furnish under the notice shall contain all or any of the following 
particulars, as indicated in the notice , namely : 

( 1) identification particulars, 
( 2 ) nature of ownership and management, 
(3 value and expenditure on different coinponents of fixed capital, 

(4 ) value and transaction on different component of working 
capital, 

(5 ) detail of employment including number of persons employed , 
man hours worked and payment inade for different categories of employees, 

(6 ) value of different privileges or benefits accruing to different 
categories of employees, 

(7) Dunber of power of different kinds of prime-movers separately , 
and for different types of motive force, 

(8 ) number and s rength of molors, motive force , 
(9 ) installed capacity, 

(19 ) details of consumption of fuel, electricity and lubricants and 
their quantity and values, 

(11) o her m terials and services consuă ed including raw materials, 
chemicals , packing materials and stores and services purchased , 

(12 ) vluc en ! quantity of products or commodities meant for sale , 
including amount received for work cone by factory or other concerns,

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(13) details of sales, 
(14 ) stocks of fuel,materials, products and co n godities. 
( 15 ) inventory of equipment other than power equipmen , 

(16 ) presentage, condition and service life of building plant and 
machinery , 

(17) any other particulars on which information is required at the 
discretion of the statistics authority. 

6. Objections.- (1) If the returns and other documents required from 
the owner cannot be furnished by him in the manger in which or period for 
which the notice requires him to furnish by reason of their not being capable 
of being compiled from his accounts, or other records or for any other 
reasonable cause, he shall supply them in such manner and for such periods 
which correspond as nearly as possible to the manner and period referred to 
in the notice and shall apply to the statistics authority in writing within the 
period allowed in the notice to treat such compliance as full compliance 
with the notice . 

(2 ) Where thestatistical authority rejects an application made under 
sub -rule (1), the time within which the owner is required by the notice to 
submit the returns and other documents shall be deemed to have been 
extended by a period equal to the interval between the date of the applica 
tion and the date of receipt by the owner of the statistics authority s order 
rejecting the application . 

7. Alteration of returns and extension of time.-- On an application by the 
owner or otherwise, it shall be competent for the statistics authority to issue 
orders adding to or otherwise varying the heads under which the owner has 
been required to furnish the returns and other docu !nents in any manner in 
which he could have been asked to furnish in the original notice and the 
owner shall thereupon be required to furnish such revised returns and 
documents as if he had been required to furnish there in the original notice. 

Provided that it shall be lawlul for the statistics authority to extend the 
time limit mentioned in the notice , at his discretion in any case . 

8. Mode of Service of notice . - Any notice or order required to be served 
on the owner under these rules may be served by transmision through post 
under registered cover with acknowledgement due, or throuch a person 
authorised by the statistics authority to serve such notice by delivering it at 
the place of the business of the owner and obtaining an acknowledgement 

9. Language in which information to be furnished - Allinformation required 
to be furnished under these rules shall be furnished in English or Kiala 
yalam or in such other language or languages as the State Gover met my 
by order specify . 

10. Opportunity to show cause before sanction of Prosecution .---- The statistics 
authority shall, before sanctioning a prosection under section II of the Act, 
give reasonable opportunity to the person to show cause why such prose 
cution may not be sanctioned .

The GRANT-IN -AID RULES FOR PRIVATE HOMOE COLLEGES 
With the object of maintaining, improving and extending higher educa 
tion in Homoeopathy in the State, the Government of Kerala hereby make 
the following rules for paying grant annually to the private Homoeo Medical 
Colleges, namely : 
1. Short title and Application . 

(1) . These rules may be called The Kerala ( Private Homoeo Medical 
Colleges) Grant- in -aid Rules, 1970 . 

(2 ) They shall apply to all Homoeo Medical Colleges recognised by 
the State Government. 
2. Definitions. 
In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires, 

" Director” means the Director of Indigenous Medicine . 
(b ) “ Financial year ” means the period commencing on the 1st April 

and ending with 31st March . 
(c) "Governing Body" includes the Chairman or Secretary who may 

be authorised by it to act on its behalf. 
( d ) “ Government” means the Government of Kerala . 

(e) “ Institution " means any private Homoeo Medical College. 
3. Sanction of Government for opening new departments or 

Courses . 

( 1) Sanction of Government shall be obtained by the Governing Body 
sufficiently early for opening new Departments or new courses in any institu 
tion or for the enhancement of the intake of students for any existing course 
in that institution . 

(2 ) No institution which has not complied with the provision in sub 

(1 ) at any timeafter the date of commencement of these rules shall be 
eligible for grant-in -aid under these rules. 
4. Objects for which aid is given . 

Grants may be given for teaching. 

Grants may also be given for the purchase of books for libraries 
and equipments for laboratories . 
Explanation .- Grants under sub -rule (1) shall be called the teaching 

grant and grants under sub-rule (2 ) shall be called the 

equipment grant.

5. Eligibility for Grants . 

( 1) The teaching grant shall be paid to the institution for a course of 
study now in vogue in the College. In the case of the courses to be newly 
started , grant shall be given only after completing five years from the date 
of establishment of the new course . 

(2 ) The equipment grant shall be limited to schemes not covered by 
any kind of Central assistance . 
6. Sanctioning Authority . 

(1) The sanctioning authority for the grant of teaching grant as well 
as the equipment grant shall be the Government. 

(2) All grants sanctioned under these rules shall be paid by the 
Director . 
7. Interpretation of rules. 

If any doubt arises as to the interpretation of any of these rules the 
matter shall be referred to Government whose decision thereon shall be 
final. 
8. Appeal. 

( 1) An appeal shall lie to the Government against the orders of the 
Director. 

(2 ) No appeal under these rules shall lie entertained unless it is pre 
sented within a period of thirty days from the date of receipt of the order 
appealed against. 
9. Appendices to have effect of Rales.. 

The appendices to these rules shall have the same effect as the rules and 
shall be treated as part of these rules. 
10. Alterations and Additions. 

The Government reserve to themselves the right to make alterations or 
additions to these rules and the alterations and additions so made shall be 
published in the Kerala Gazette . 
11. Reservation of discretion by Government. 

Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules the Government 
reserve to themselves the right to refuse or to withdraw or reduce any grant 
partly or completely at their discretion after giving the management an 
opportunity to show cause why such an action should not be taken . 
12. Relaxation of rules. 

Where the Government are satisfied that the operation of any of these 
rules may cause undue hardship in any case , the Government may dispense 
with or relax the requirements of that rule to such extent and subject to such 
conditions as they may deem necessary. 


C. 
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CHAPTER II 
13. General conditions of aid . 

(1) The institution shallbe managed by a Governing body established 
in accordance with the constitution approved by the Government, which 
shall responsible for the maintenance of the insitution and the fulfilment 
of all the conditions of recognition and aid , including the due enforcement 
of such rules of discipline as are prescribed from time to time. The Govern 
ing body may with the approval of the Director, appoint a person as 
correspondent to transact the current business of the institutiin . The 
Governing body may also authorise the correspondent or any other prison 
to receive grants sanctioned under these rules. 

(2 ) Every application for grant under these rules shall contain a 
declaration signed by the Chairman of the Governing body to the effect 
that the conditions of aid as laid down in the grant-in -aid rules are being 
and shall continue to be fully observed and that the management is pre 
pared to subject the institution together with its endowment and trust 
accounts, its establishment, time table and registers for inspection and audit 
by such officers as may be deputed by the Government, the Director and 
the Accountant General and to furnish such returns asmay be required by 
the Government or the Accountant General from time to time. 

(3) The institution shall not spend any portion of its income for 
purposes other than the educational purposes carried out through that 
institution . 

(4 ) The members of the teaching staff in the college shall be selected 
by a staff selection committee appointed for the purpose by the Governing 
body which shall include a representative of the Government. The teaching 
staff shall possess the qualifications fixed by the Government for the various 
posts. 

(5 ) Admission of students to the institution shall be governed by the 
rules issued by the Government from time to time. 

(6 ) The institution shall not receive any donation or capitation fee 
for admission of students. 

(7) Buildings and equipments of the College shall be on the pattern 
fixed by the Homoeo Examination Board . 

(8) The Plans and estimates of buildings of the institutio : shall be 
approved by the State Public Works Department. 

(9 ) The institution shall keep itself free from all liabilities and shall 
not mortgage or otherwise create any charge upon their movable or immov . 
able properties . 

(10 ) In case the institution happens to be closed down for whatever 
reasons for a period more than thirty days all movable an i immovable pro 
perties shall vest in the State Government without any encumbrances for 
purposes of administration of the institution and an agreeme ! to this effect 
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shall be executed by the management. 

The Government will be divested of 
these properties and they will be revested with the Management when the 
smooth working of the institution is restored . 

(11) The accounts and registers of the institution shall be audited 
by a Chartered Accountant or a certified Auditor every year before payment 
of grant for the succeeding year. The accounts and registers shall also be 

open 
for inspection and audit by officers deputed by the Government, the Director 
or the Accountant General. In the event of any objection being upheld, 
themanagement may be called upon by the Government to refund the 
amount of grant paid or such portion of the grant as the Government may 
decide. Such refund may be made either by adjustinent in any other grant 
payable to the institution or in such other manner as the Govern nent may 
deem fit. 

(12) It shall be competent for the Government to refuse aid in 
respect of any teacher, who, after due enquiry , is found unfit to be a teacher. 

( 13 ) No grant shall be paid towards pay, dearness allowance etc. of : 
the teaching or non -teac sing staff who have complete sixty years of age. 
The Governin nt takes no responsibility for payment of pension , gratuity , 
provi leat fund etc. to any member of the staff, consequent on retire nent, 
death , resignation or of any event by which his services are terminated. 


CHAPTER III 


TEACHING GRANT 
14. Income from Private Sources: 

The grant shall be considered as supplementary to the income of the 
institution from fees, endowments, subscriptions, donations and other sources. 
15. Fixing the amount of Grant. 

(1) Teaching grant shall be paid to the institution based on the 
receipts and expenditure of the institution during the previous financial year. 

(2 ) No grant under these rules shall be given in respect of schemes 
which are in receipt of Central Assistance till the same ceases. 

( 3) The amount to be paid in any one year to the institution shall 
be de crinined by the Director after taking into consideration all the circum 
stances of the case : 

Provided , that the amount so determined shall not exceed 2/3 of the 
excess of the approved recurring expenditure, over tuition and other fees in 
the previous year . 
Explaation : Approved recurring expenditure shall comprise expendi 

ture under teaching staff, non -teaching staff, taxes, ordi 
nary repairs and upkeep, contingencies and other miscel 
laneous items (vide items 1 to 3, 4 (b ), 5 (b ) , 15 and 16 (b ) 
of Appendix B ) as the Director considers as reasonable. 
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ment. 


(4 ) In addition to the amount payable under sub-rule (3), the 
management shall also be paid a grant equal to the loss in the fee income on 
account of the award of fee concessions under rules approved by the Govern 
ment. 
Note: The grant on account of fee concessions given to members of 

Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and Other Back vard Com 
munities shall be paid by the department of Harijan Welfare in 

accordance with the rules laid down by that department. 
16. Scales of Pay : 

The scales of pay of the teaching and non -teaching staff for purposes of 
the giant shall be fixed by the Governing body and approved by the Govern 

Dearness allowance at the rates in force for Government servants 
shall be taken into account for fixing the grant. 
17. Reservation of powers by the Government: 

As a condition for the continuance of the grant or any portion thereof, 
the Government reserve to themselves the right to prescribe that any parti 
cular course of action shall be adopted by the management in regard to any 
matter affecting the finances and accounts of the institution. 
18. Reduction of Grant: 

The amount once determined shall not be reduced ordinarily , but the 
Government reserve the right to reduce the same after giving the manage 
ment the opportunity to show cause why such reduction shall not be 
affected . 
19. Pattern and number of staff : 

(1) The pattern and number of teaching and non -teaching staff on 
the establishment of the institution shall conti ue as on the 15th day of July, 
1966 , with the annual admission of 50 students ,which shall be accepted for 
purposes of grant. Any revision in the pattern of staff shallbe effected only 

(2) The number of teachers of the institution shall be fixed every 
year by the Director, taking into acconnt the hours ofwork according to the 

ime- table as on the 15th day of July and number of students. Only 
teachers who come within the strength so fixed by the Director and whose 
appointments have been approved by the Director shall be eligible to be 
considered for purposes of grant. 

(3) The Director shall every year refix the number of the non-teach . 
ing start in the institution with due regard to the variation , if any, in the 
strength ofstudents. 

(4) The institution shallmaintain a register showing the approved 
staff pattern and the strength of the teaching and non -teaching staff as 
approved by the Director every year. 
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(5 ) If, however, the number of staff as on the date of effect of these 
rules is in excess of the number eligible for grant according to sub -rule (2), 
the excess number shall be treated as supernumerary to be absorbed in future 
vacancies in that institution . No grant however shall be paid to such excess 
number of staff . 
20. Application for Teaching grant: 

Application for Teaching grant shall be submitted by the management 
not later than the 1st July of every year , to the Director. The application 
shall be made in the form ... Appendix A and shall be accompanied by a 
financial statement for the previous year in the form given as Appendix B , 
countersigned by a Chartered Accountant or a Ce tified Auditor . The 
Accountant or Aaditor shill certify to the correctness of the receipts and ex 
penditure supported by proper vouchers. The application shall also be 
accompanied by such returns and staternents as the Director may, from time 
to time, prescribe for ascertaining the financial posi ion of the institution 
and eligibility for aid . 
21. Payment of Grant : 

( 1) The Teaching grantmay be paid in two instalments. The first 
instalment of the teaching grant shall be an advance one and may be released 
on receipt of an application from the management of the institution is ihe 
form prescribed in Appendix C . This amount shall not exceed 50% of the 
teaching grant sanctioned in the previous year. The application in that 
regard may be put in at any time after the 1st of May ofthe year and be 
fore the application under rule 20 is submitted . The second instalment may 
be release I on receipt of application from the management referred to in 
rule 20 and shall be equal to the teaching grant for the year as fixed under 
rule 15 (3) minus the amount of the first instalment if paid , and also after 
deduction on account of excess grant, if any, paid in previous years. 

(2) The teaching grant shall be drawn by the management on bill 
prepared in the form in Appendix D and countersigned by the Director. 

CHAPTER IV 

EQUIPMENT GRANT 
22. Object and Proportion of Aid : 

( 1 ) Grants may be given for the purchase of books for libraries and 
equipments for laboratories. Such grants shall not exceed 66 2 /3 % of the 
approved excess expenditure over the funds available by way of special fees 
or other funds added on by the management for the purpose . 
23. Application of Aid : 

Application for grant under this Chapter in the form prescribed in 
Appendix "E shall be submitted to the Director. The application shall be 
accompanied by details showing the number, description and estimated price 
of each article which is proposed to be provided for the institution . 
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24. Sanction of Grants : 

The Director shall consider the applications and make appropriate re . 
commendations to the Government and the Government shall pass such 
orders thereon as they may deem fit. 
25. Payment of Grant: 

( 1). The grant shall be paid by the Director only on submission of 
vouchers duly receipted before the date specified in the order sanctioning 
the grant. 

(2) Equipment grant shall be drawn by the management on a bill 
prepared in the form given as Appendix F and countersigned by the 
Director 
26. Claimsof Government : 

If the institution , after receipt of aid under this chapter is closed or if 
the institution or the items purchased with the grant are diverted for pur 
poses other than tho e approved by the Government, tie vailing market 
rate value of the articles purchased by the management with the Govern 
ment aid shall be assessed by the Director and the mavagement shall refund 
to the Government the percentage received as grant or the actual grant 
whichever is higher.

Promulgated by the President in the Twenty-sec nd Year of the 

Republic of India 

AN 

ORDINANCE 
further to amend the Gold (Control) Act, 1968 
WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied that 
circumstances exist which render it necess try for him to take immediate 
action ; 

Now , THEREFORE , in exercise of the po vers conferred by clause ( 1) of 
article 123 of the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate the 
following Ordinance : 

1. Short title and commencement. -( 1) This Ordinance may be called the 
Gold ( Control) AmendmentOrdinance, 1971. 

(2) It shall come into force at once . 

2. Amendment of section 71. - In section 71 of the Gold (Control) Act , 
1968 (45 of 1968 ) (hereinafter referred to as the principalAct), 

(i) for sub -section (1) , the following sub -section shall be, and shall 
be deemed always to have been, sub tituted, namely : 

“ ( 1) Any gold in respect of which any provision of this Acf 
or any rule or order made thereunder has been , or is being or is 
attempted to be, contravened , together with any package, cover 
ing or reieptacle in which such gold is found, shall be liable to 

confiscation :

Provided that where it is cotablished to the s * tisfaction of the 
officer adjudging the confiscation that such sold or other thing 
belongs to a person other than the person who has, by any act or

3. Amendment of section 73. - In section 73 of the principal Act, the 
word " twice " shall be, and shall be deemed always to have been , omitted . 

4. Re-opening of past confiscations.- (1) Where any order made , before 
the commencement of this Ordinance, for the confiscation of any gold or 
other thing or giving option to pay fine in licu thereof is such that it could 
not have been made if the principal Act, as amended by this Ordinance, 
were in force on the date on wbich the said order was made, the officer 
competent under section 78 to adjudge such confiscation shall, on an appli 
cation made to him by the person aggrieved by such order, set aside the 
order of confiscation or, as the case may be, the order giving option to pay 
fine in licu of confiscation , and also any order imposing penalty in addition 
to confiscation or giving option to pay fine in licu thereof, and make a fresh 
adjudication in accordance with the provisions of the principal Act, as 
amended by this Ordinance. 

(2 The power referred to in sub-sectian ( 1) shall be exercised by 
the officer specified therein in relation to the final order of adjudication of 
confiscation or giving option to pay fine in lieu thereof e: imposing any 
penalty, whether or not such final order was made in appeal under section 
80 or in revision under section 81 or section 82.

(4 ) Where, and in so far as any o der fr the confiscation of any 
gold or other thing , or any option given to pay finc in lieu of c niscati n, or 
imposing any pe alty is modified or reversed, the otficer s ecified in sub 
section (1) shall m.ke an order for such refund or restitution as the circum 
stances of the case may require : 

Provided that where the restitution of any gold or other thing is not 
practicable, the said a hority shall make an order for the payment to the 
person to whom such restitution is to be made, the market value of such 
gold or other thing , as on the date on which the fresh adjudication is 
made. 

(5 ) Nothing in this section shall apply to any confiscation made , 
option g.ven to pay fine in lieu of confiscation , or penalty imposed under 
Part XII- A of the Defence of India Rules , 1962. 

5. Validation . - Notwithstanding any judgment, decree or order of any 
crurt, any confiscation made , penalty imposed or fine levied under the 
Gold ( Control) Act, 1968, (45 of 1968 ) before he commencement of this 
Ordinance shall in so far as it is not is consistent with the provisions of this 
Ordinarce , be deemed to have been made, impo ed or levied in accordance 
wi h the provisions of the Gold (Control) Act, 1968, as amended by this 
Ordinance .

permission from the Special Officer. 

11. On receipt of such application the Special Officer shall furnish 
the applicant with a written acknowledgement of its receipt and after 
enquiry may either grant or refuse such permission or grant it subject to 
such conditions as are in accordance with the terms of this order . But if 
no decision is communicated to the applicant wi hin two months or such 
longer period as the applicantmay agree to in writing from the date of such 
acknowledgement, the applicant shall be deemed to have been granted such 
permission . 

12. If in the opinion of the Special Officer any person contravenes the 
provisions contained in clause 10 and 11, he may after making such enquiry 
as he deems necessary by notice in writing, direcr such persons to stop 
any work in progress. 

13. Any person who desires to apply for permission under this order 
shall apply in writing to the SpecialOfficer for permission and shall furnish 
with the application , a plan in duplicate of the proposed building or other 
work and of the site and such other particulars as the Special Officer may 
require.
